COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In a recent case at Fort Owaba the reviewing autbority, 
Gen. Jobo Brooke, says: “ The proceedings are approved, 
except that part which relates to revision, which is disap- 

roved, The action of the court on revision in amending 
ts record by inserting words in the body of the original 
proceedings instead of adding them in the record of revision 
with proper reference to tbe original proceedings, is irregu- 
lar. The record of such revision, an endorsement on back 
of the proceedings, is defective in not showing that a quo- 
rum was present at the revision session. The failure of the 
court to correct such obvious irregularities. when its atten- 
tion was called to them by the reviewing authority, is de- 
serving of the severest censure, and must not be taken as a 
precedent in such cases.”

MARE ISLAND NOTES. 
Mar 16, 1891. 


Tur several ships which for months clung so ten- 
aciously to the Nayy-yard will soon be all gone, and 
doing something to repay the great cost of their 
maintenance. 

The San Francisco handsomely led the van and is 
now, no doubt, at her Chilian destination, the 
Charleston went vext to engage in an unpromising 
cbase of the neutrality violator, Itata, the Thetis 
threatens to go (and may), and the Alert, long- 
sufferiog but hopeful, is actually getting impatient. 
She has carried all her points against the local ad- 
ministration and will depart triumpbunt, and prob- 
ably be credited with reviving the old, old story of 
“Navy yard Reform.” 

The report of the last Board was a happy issue out 
of all the trouble, and compromised as well as any- 
thing could the various conflicting official opinivns 
and reports which preceded it. The Vallejo papers, 
bowever, are both morbid on the subject of the 
Alert, and bid fair to continue so long after the cur- 
tain goes down. 

A new scandal of a somewhat similar nature has 
cropped out at the Marine Barracks, where the offi- 
cers are complaining in chorus over the miscarriage 
of an attempt to enlarge the naval prison. Commo. 
Farquhar, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
made an inspection there last Tuesday and found 
the money allotted for the work all gone and the 
building abandoned by the mechanics, whose de- 
bris, tools, scaffolding, mortar beds, etc., presented 
a choatic picture. lt was estimated that bardly two- 
thirds of the alterations recommended had been ac- 
complished, and of that much is admitted to be so 
faulty and ill-adapted thar it will have to be un- 
done and the plans changed. Report says that the 
commodore did not conceal his surprise, and assert- 
ed that the Bureau had allowed every dollar asked 
for, and had approved the estimates and plans ex- 
actly as submitted, assuming that those who made 
them knew what was required, adding that if they 
bad asked for more money it would have been 
cheerfully given. Civil Engr. F. O. Maxson, al- 
though much annoyed by this fasco, is considered 
only partly responsible, as he inherited the job from 
his predecessor, Lieut. Wolcott, who may have the 
reckoning to attend to, if any is called for. By the 
time additional money becomes available, the plans 
are likely to undergo elaborate revision and a model 
structure may result. 

Allegativus are also current of mismanagement of 
the work on the seawall, or quay improvement, 
which hangs fire and will cost a staggering figure to 
complete. 

Recruiting for all branches of the service is so dull 
that every command at the island is short. The 
Thetis, otherwise ready for sea, lacks about 40 men 
of ber complement. The Mohican, in the same con- 
dition, needs about 35 men, the Alert a similar num- 
ber, and the Albatross about a dozen. 

Tne Omaha arrived to-day from San Francisco and 
will zo outof commission. Her crew will be sent 
East for discharge, and the marines who have frac- 
tiuns of time to serve will be transferred to the bar- 
racks, where they will replace a guard furnished the 
Marion. 

Lieut. Geo. W. Tyler, navigator of the Mohican, is 
conuvalescing at the naval bospital from a severe at- 
tack of la grippe. Unless the eatling of the ship is 
much delayed he wiil be unable to rejoin her. 

Great interest prevails among the numerous naval 
medicos and their wives relative tothe plans for the 
magoificent residence authorized for the medical 
director of the hospital. All expect to live in it, 
sooner or later, probably later, and want a ‘sharp 
lookout” kept ‘for bluoders. The hospital itself is 
such a target for ocriticiam that every one wishes 
Dr. Bates may offset it with an edifice that will 
challenge dissection, and prove an enduring teati- 
mony to his well known business and executive 
qualities. ms

HAr the Norfolk Navy-yard rapid progress is being 
made with the Texas, and it is hoped to have her 
launched early in the fall. Cruiser No.8 is also 
well under way, and the Amphitrite will be com- 
pleted as soon as the contractors furnish her armor. 
The work upon these new vessels and the repairing 
work on the vessels of the White Squadron gives 
abundant occupation to a large force. 

THE French first-class line of battle-ship Marceau, 
which bas been on hand since 1881, has just com- 
pleted her contract trials at Toulon.

From present indications and orders, the Regular 
troops will, this year more than ever, be associated 
with the Militia of the several States in their camps 
of instruction. 








Our Secretary of State, Mr. James G. Blaine, 
must be a bold, bad man, for how can we otherwise 
explain the fact that the N. Y. Evening Post occu- 
pies so much of its time in setting forth bis mani- 
fold sins and transgressions. But does not the 
Post ratber overdo it when it holds him responsi- 
ble not only for the ‘Bering Sea discussion”—in 
which, by the way, his predecessor in office, Mr. 
Bayard, and our late Democratic Minister to the 
Court of St. James, entirely agree with him—but 
also for ‘the Reiter incident,” and what the Post 
characterizes as the ‘‘confusion of the public mind 
at this moment touching the rights and wrovgs of 
the chase of the Jtata by a United States man-of- 
war.” We have been under the impression that 
our Secretary of the Navy had something to do 
with these last incidents, and if Mr. Tracy does not 
know as much about law as the Evening Post, he 
has at least been found wortby of appointment as 
a Judge of the highest Court in the State of New 
York. The extent of the confusion of mind he has 
created may best be judged by the fact that the 
Post confounds the pursuit of offenders against our 
laws upon the high seas with the pursuit of ‘* forg- 
ers or murderers into Canada or Mexico.” 








For the first time in many years, there are more 
vacancies 1n the limited retired list than there are 
disabled officers to fill them—that is, officers who 
bave been found incapacitated by retiting boards. 
There are balf a dozen or more officers on prolonged 
sick leave, itcluding three paymasters, who w.ll 
probably not be able for duty again, and several of 
whom will soon be ordered before retiring boards. 
At the present time the limited list is sixteen short 
of the authorized number, being one in excess of 





the number found disabled by retiring boards who 
have not yet been retired. There are several of 
these who will probably be fitted for active service 
agaip, among them being Oapt. F. K. Upham, ist 
Cav.; Capt. H. P. Perrive, 6th Cav.; Capt. D. F, 
Oallinan, ist Inf., and Capt. S. R. Stafford, 15th 
Inf. Oapt. Stafford will soon be re-examined to 
have his present physical condition determined, 
The other officers on the waiting retirement list 
from which selections will be made in filling exist- 
ing vacancies are: Lieut. Col. J. O. McKee, Capts, 
J. W. Buell and Victor Biart, Med. Dept.; Capt, 
Leonard Hay, 9th Ivf.; Oapt. D. R. Burnham, 15th

H. Cabaniss, 18th Inf., and 
2d Lieut. R. G. Procter, 5th Art. 








AsouT forty civilians will be made happy ina 
few days by the receipt of letters from the Secre- 
tary of War authorizing them to appeard before a 
board to be convened in Washington about June 15, 
for examination as to professional and physical 
qualifications for appointment as second lieuten- 
ants. The detail of the board will be announced 
on Monday or Tuesday next, by which time the 
Secretary will have completed the selection of the 
candidates. Their number has been increasing at 
the rate of a dozen or more a day for the past few 
weeks. There are at present ninety vacancies in 
the grade of second lieutenant, sixty-four in the 
infantry and twenty-six in the cavalry. About 
twenty more can be safely depended on between 
now and July 1 if the sixteen vacancies in the lin- 
ited retired list are filled. This would leave tbirty- 
nine vacancies for the civilian aspirants after the 
siyty-five graduates and sixteen non-commissioned 
officers are provided for. 








WE are glad to see the New York Herald calling 
the attention of the American people to the sacri- 
fices which fall to the lot of officers in the Navy 
and the Regular Army. These officers, says the 
Herald, are an exceptionally clear-headed, big- 
hearted and administrative class of men, ready at 
all times to face danger and cheerfully placing their 
lives in peril to defend the honor of their country. 
But their pay is pitiably small, smaller than tbat 
of a confidential clerk or a first class newspaper 
reporter, for duties which involve great responsi- 
bility and the proper execution of which demands 
a superior order of talent. After citing other in- 
stances of daily life where our officers are placed 
at a disadvantage, our distinguished contemporary 
goes on tosay: ‘‘ As an illustration, we may cite 
the case of Lieut. Caziarc, who has just been made 
a captain of artillery. During the war he served 
on the staff of Maj.-Gen. Canby and uuder other 
officers of high rank. When the rebellion ended be 
took the commission of 2d lieutenant in the Regular 
Army, and during the last 25 years or more has oc- 
cupied positions of trust. Now, after the lapse of 
so long a time, he is promoted to a cap- 
taincy. This is only one instance in bun. 
dreds. We simply call attention to these mat- 
ters that we may have opportunity to emphas'z 
the general obligation which we are under to the 
officers in the Navy and the Army. They make no 
complaints, but, on the contrary, are the most 
cheerful as well as the poorest paid men, consider- 
ing the value of their services, in the country. 
They should not only be held in high esteem by the 
people, but have a larger salary. There is no rev 
son why the man who stands to his guns and is 
always ready to do a hazardous duty, of which we 
reap the benefit, should be either underpaid or un 
appreciated.” This is all true enough, and we ar 
glad to find so influential an organ of public opit- 
ion calliug attention to the importance of consider- 
ing the interests of the Services. Not many years 
ago nothing was considered too good for them; no# 
their honors and their pay come grudgingly. 








GENERAL McCoox’'s chief commissary of subsist 
tence, Major Elderkin, aijvocates the ase of “ well 
ventilated root cellars” at each military post for the 
storage and preservation of potatoes, onions, ete.

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TRIAL OF THE VESUVIDS. * 

We publish elsewhere tbe report of the board on 
the recent test of the Vesuvius and ber guos. From 
this it will appear that most of the daily pepers are 
somewbat premature in declaring this paval crafta 
failure. Most naval officers agree that there are 
many defects in this vessel, ber parrow beam and 
ber iratility to turn readily being the prime objec- 
tions, but the recent experiments seem to bave con- 
vinced many vaval experts that the principle is all 
right, and that with a proper kind of vessel the 
pneumatic dynamite gun can be made just as effect- 
ive and reliable afloat as ashore. The only great 
difficulty is in determining range. With a vesse} 
bavipng suficient width for the erection of a reliable 
range finder this obstacle would be overcome, and 
it seems probable, from the results of the recent 
trial, that witb a little more experience these cuns 
can be fired with the same degree of accuravy as 
the heavy cannon. 

In regard to the second shots fired at the mcving 
cutter, it is only fair to pote that therangeat which 
it was intended to fire differed materially from the 
actual distance of the boat at the moment of firing. 
The intention was to obtain the distance by meas- 
uring with a sextant the horizontal angle sub- 
tended by the tow line between the Cushing and the 
cutter; while this method would be quite accurate 
when the tow line wasat right angles to the line of 
fire, it is evident that error would result from the 
angles being different, aod as a matter of fact the 
Cushing's course was making an angie of not far from 
45 deg. witb the line of fire. This made the actual 
distance about 400 to 450 yards less than the 
intended % of a mile, and the fact of that 
sbot then going several hundred beyond, was good 

proof of the accuracy of the gun inravge. Almost 
every shot was a good line shot. The firing was by 
word of command, and Lieut. Schroeder after set- 
ting the valves for the intended range, had to keep 
his line of sight directly on the target until ordered 
by the Board to fire. Itisof course impossible to 
keep sights always exactly op, and on several occa- 
sions the command to fire came when the line of 
sight was a little off, with the natura! result that 
there wae acertaiu deviation recorded; in service 
of course no gun captain would fire when his piece 
was not pointed at the enemy. 

Good line sbots were made—even under the 
erucial test of keeping the vessel turning just fast 
enough to keep the gun pointed at a boat a mile off 
crossing the bow at the rate of ten knots an bour. 
So the important points that apparently remain to 
be decided are whetber or not the gun can be relied 
upon to send its projectile toa known range, and 
whetber or not the range can be determined with 
sufficient accuracy and sufficient rapidity to be 
available. 

Several officers who witnessed the trial as disin- 
terested spectators expressed the opinion that the 
target practice was as good as would bave been 
made by the rifled guns on board of our new ves- 
sele. A more fitting comparison wonld probably be 
with the performance cf automobile torpedoes, and 
it is certain that no one would think of firiug a tor- 
pedo from a vessel going seventeen knots at a smal 
boat balf a mile toa mile away and moving across 
the l:ne of fire at the rate of ten knots; nor would 
apy known torpedo be expected to make a bull’s- 
eye at three-quarters of a mile. 

It is understood that a sufficient number of pro- 
jectiles will be ordered to range the guns properly, 
and that then apotber trial will be bad under cir- 
cumstances tbat will permit of an intelligent study 
of the whole question. The Board which conducted 
the last tris], Commander Evans president, will as 
semble at Fort Monroe on June 2d to determine 
the programme for a further test. 








Tue proceedings of the Fort Leavenworth Board 
for the examination of condidates from the ranks 
tor appointment as 2d lieutenants were received at 
the Aojutant-General's Office this week.

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Reaw Apmrrat Samvex P. Canter, U. 8. Nevy, 
retired, who died in Washington, D. C., May 26 bad 
a remarkable and distinguished career. Born tu 
Tennessee, he joined the Navy iv 1840, em 1 1m 1855 
had attained the grade of lieutenant. in 1856 he 
participated in the attack on Barrier Forts, Canten 
River, China. In 1861 be was ordered to report te 
the Seoretary of War for special duty, and was sent 
to Tennessee to raise troops. He was commissioned 
actipg brigadier-general and organized the Tennes- 
see Brigade, and after several engagements he 
headed the famous cavalry expedition into East 
Tennessee. This raid was attended by valuable result® 
by the relief it afforded Gen. Rosecrans. For bis ser- 
vices on this raid Gen. Carter received the thanks o 
the General-in-Chief of the Army in general orders 
He was commissioned brigadier-general May 1, 1862 
Hetook part in many engagements subsequently 
commanded the Division of Central Ken‘ ucky in 
March, 1863, was at the battle of Dutton’s Hill in the 
same year, defeated Pegram's forces at Monticello 
and Beaver Dam, commanded tbe cavalry division 
of the 28d Army Corps, and bad the advance when 
Burnside occupied East Tennessee, late in 186d 
After almost continuous service for two vears, he 
commanded the left wing at the battle of Kingston, 
March 10, 1865, where Bragg was defeated, and oo- 
cupied Goldeborougb, driving out the rebel garrison 
with his command. He was brevetted major-general 
in March, 1865, and was honorably mustered out in 
January, 1866. In the meantime be bad attained the 
grade of commander in the Navy, was promoted 
captain 10 1870, commodore in 1878, was retired in 
August, 1881, and promoted rear admiral on the re- 
tired list May 16, 1882. Many will regret the death of 
this fine old veteran. 


To a large number of the older officers of the 
Army, the death, May 24, in New York City, of the 
venerable Professor Henry Lane Kendrick, U. 8S, 
Arwy, retired, will bring peculiar sorrow. Born ia 
New Hampsbire, he entered the Military Academy 
in 1831, and among bis classmates were Joseph Rob- 
erte, Horace Brooks, Montgomery Blair, Gecrge G 
M-ade, Henry Prince, Joseph H. Eaton, 1. V. D, 
Reeve, Marsena R. Patrick, B. 8. Roberts, W. N, 
Grier, and other well known names. n gradua- 
tion he was promoted to the 2d Lnfantry, transferred 
to the 2d Artillery, attained the grade of captain in 
1846, and received the brevet of major for gallantry 
at the defence of Puebla, Mexico. He was after- 
wards in various [ndian expeditions'and other ac- 
tive service, and on March 3, 1357, was appointed 
professor of chemistry, mineralogy and geology at 
tbe Military Academy. In this position he remained 
until Dec. 13, 1880, when he was retired from active 
service. Thus most of his life’s bistory was 
closely identified with bis alma mater, and bis long 
faitbful and «ficient services at the Military Aoa- 
demy did bonor to his country and to bimeelf. In 
1861 he was offered the appointment of brigadier- 
general of volunteers, but declined. After retire- 
ment be came to New York, end for mauy years 
had apartments at tbe Union League Club, of which 
he was vice president 1889 90. The funeral services 
were held in New York, May 28, among the pall- 
beurers being the old friends of the deceased, Gen- 
erals Cullum, Tower aod Fry, and then the remains 
were taken to West Poiut where they were interred 
in the National Cemetery with due honors. P: o- 
fessor Kendrick had the degree of A. M. conferred 
upon bim by Dartmoutb College, N. H., in 1844, and 
of LL. D., by the University of Missouri in 1868, 
and by the University of Rochester, N. Y., in 1862.

ocessarily slowly. 
desired have already been obtained, and with the 
active and intelligent manner the work has been 
undertaken there is no reason to doubt that the full 
number will secured within a reasonable time. 
An interesting report of Lieut. Edward EF. Dravo, 
6th Cav., received at the War Department this 
week, shows what can be done with proper tact and 
management. Lieut. Dravo arrived at Rosebud 
Agenvy March 1891, with a recruiting party from 
Fort Niobrara. His first s was to discuss matters 
with Capt. J. M. Lee. 9th Inf., and listen to bis talk 
with some of the leading men of the Brules. He had 
their implicit confidence ard was very serviceable 
in encouraging their disposition to enlist. It was 
decided to devote a week to explaining to the In- 
dians the advantages of enlistment and answering 
their objections, and one day was devoted to a grand 
counci! with all Indians interested in enlisting. 
Lieut. Dravo says: 

The first obstacle we bad to combat in these talks was the 
disinclination of the Indians to agree to entera service 
— cous. in all probability, take them faraway from 
their people. 

This point was most strongly urged by the old men, and 
they wanted the enlistment made on the condition that 
the Indians sbould serve on or near the reservation. 
objection was met by showing them that they had already 
stayed there for generations, and bad learned nothing more 
than they knew years ago, and singling out several of the 
old men who had been to Wesh ington, D. C., they were 
Da if they saw nothing new on their trips to the Great 

‘ather’s country. The old men grasped this idea with 
wonderful quickness, and, veering right around, told the 
young men that it would be a good thing for them to go all 
over the Great Fatber’s country. 

Other points were raised, discussed and settled in like 
manoper, the most difficult one to settle with the old men be- 
ing their desire that I should at once appoint von-commis- 
sioned officers from among the young men as soon as en- 
listed, with the promise that they could be officers tater 
on. I had great difficulty on this 
young men who had been at Carlisie came to my agsistance 
= explained, in their own way, how impossible such a con- 

tion was. 

Friday night, atter the council, I attended the “Omata 
Dance” at Sky Bull’s camp, and after the dance had a talk 
with the Indians about enlisting. 

T have enlarged upon this subject of * talk’ consider- 
ably, because lam firmly convinced tbat the secret of our 
success at Rosebud lay in the thorough knowledge the In- 
diang gained thereby of just what would be e of 
them when they enlisted, and just what benefits they and 
their band would derive from their enlisting. It further- 
more disabused them of avy idea that they were being in 
any way coerced, and gave them the feeling that they were 
showing their friendship for the Great Father by entering 
his service. 

The agent, Mr. J. G. Wright, was cordial and cour- 
teous in his assistance. Enlistments began Monday, 
April 6, and in three days there were 42 applicants, 
ten of whom failed in the physical examinations. 
The persons interested in keeping the Indians on 
the reservation went to work and there was a ma- 
terial falling off in applications, but few coming on 
the 8th, and none on the 9th and 10th. With the as- 
sistance of the young men who bad already enlisted 
this opposition was partially overcome. April 11 four 
were enlisted and one failed. April 13 one enlisted 
and one failed. April 14 two enlisted. April 15 two 
enlisted and two failed. April 16 two enlisted and 
one failed. April 17 two enlisted. 
enlisted and one failed. Three of the five enlisted 
scouts at the agency asked that they be enlisted 
when their term expired and places were held open 
for them, but two of the three changed their minds. 
The troop was then enlisted to 55 men, one vacancy 
being left for the scout Coffee. Lieut. Dravo says: 

During the enlistment T kept myself as closely “in touch’’ 
with the Indians as possible, and attended the three “Omaha 
dances” given at Sky Bull and Big Turkey’s camp duriog 
my stay at the agency. I would state that these two cam 
situated about eight miles from the agency, and conside; 
very “non-progressive,” were very friendly to this enlist- 
ment, and furnished me with 23 soldiers, far beyond their 

roportion. Among tbe head men of these camps is Turn- 

ng Bear, who was chief of the dog soldiers of the Brules in 
the Bad Lands during the last outbreak. His brother is en- 
listed 1n the troop, and be tried to have his oldest son, a boy 
of 16, enlisted, but he tailed to pass. Turning Bear after- 
wards expressed greut regret to me about his failure, and 
hoped that when be got older and stronger be would have 
another chacce. Turning Bear aiso came to me and asked 
me to promise him that if ever the troop was to on dan- 
gerous service, near where he was,I should let him know 
so that he could go with them. In tts be was seconded b 
High Bear, another of last winter's ‘hostiles. I willingly 
made the compact witb 
troop. Two Strikes bas a sonand nephew in the troop; 
Hollow Horo ra br 

The fathers and brothers of those enlisted came to me for 
letters stating the fact, as they desired,in case of tuture 
trouble, to stay at ‘their homes, and, by showing these let- 
ters, thought they would be safe in doing so. I gave the let- 
ters in every case. . 

The number of women who would be allowed to accom- 

ny the troop was explained during the first talks, and the 
fod ans informed that they would have to trust to me to de- 
cide which women should go. 

This matter was settled by taking along six 
women who could serve as jaundresses, the Indians 
readily acquiescing in this decision. As some of the 
Indians were living with squaws to whom they 
were not legally married, the white man's opinions 
on this subject were explained to them, and those 
whose mistreeses were taken consented to be married 
to them. Lieut. Dravo says finally: 

These Indians have enlisted absolutely without condition. 
Asthey wereanxious to be near their friends for a while,I told 
them that my belief was that they would be at Niotrara for 
at least five or six months, but that ef must understand 
that I did not promise this. I also told them that as soon as 
they were m d, equipped and drilled a little, we would 
take a tour around the reservation so as to show their 
friends how well they were doiog. In making this pee. 
I deemed tbat I was but anticipating the desires of the de- 

rtment commander, for such a sight would be most bene- 
Reial to the Indians on the rese: ve, and the anticipation of 
such a trip appears very gratifying to those enlisted. 

The men enlisted were very anxious to get to this post and 
get their uniforme, and were greatly delighted when the 
wagons cue for them, spending a greater portion of that 
night singing. 

have them now in uniform, and bave commenced their 
drili and instruction in the care of barracks, kitchen, etc., 
etc. They are very proud of their position,andI never 
saw a lot of men try so hard to retain and benefit by every 
item of instruction given them. They will, I believe, make 
a magnificent troop of cavalry. 

To disabuse people of the idea that these Indians are en- 
listed from the loafers about the agency, I would state that

TRIAL OF THE VESUVIOS. 


Tue Board for the trial of the Vesuvius made 
their report to the Secretary of the Navy, May 21. 
After describing the preparations for the trial they 


say: 

Bix shots were fired with the starboard and five 

with the middle gun, May 18. As the valve of the 

ort gun was out of order, po projectiles were fired 
rom it. From the six sbots fired with the star- 
board gun a range curve showing the vaive open- 
ings necessary for all ranges to more than 2,200 
yards was constructed ; but a similar curve could 
pot be made for the middle guo. On May 19, tix 
shots with the starboard gun were fired for acou- 
racy. The valve openings for this firing were 
taken from the range curve, and corroborated it 
very closely. as indicated in the curve sppended 
marked B. Three of these were fired with the ves- 
sel stationary and opposite buoy I, and the other 
three with the vessel steaming at about 12 knots. 
and while opposite buoy 1. Also on the 19th three 
more shots were fired from the middle gun, using 
the data of the previous day for regulatiog the valve 
openings. The results of this firing and of that pre- 
viously mentioned from this gun, were very irregu- 
lar and not of such a nature as to enable us to draw 
a fair range curve. 

On May 20, the firing wae resumed. Three shots 
fired at the word of command, the distance being esti 
mated by a member of the board, at one mile, & 
mile, and 4 mile. The results of this firing were 
good; the shots fell at the distances stated from the 
buoys aimed at. 

No. 1. Live, 43 yards beyond. 

No. 2. 8 yds. rt. 104 yds. beyond. 

No. 8. 24 yds. rt. 24 yds. short. 

On the occasion of this firing the sea and wind 
Bb ere moderate, and the motion of the vessel, though 
not excessive, was not entirely conducive to good 
firing. After this firing was over, the Cushing 
towed the old cutter procured at the Navy-yara 
across the line of fire ata speed of 10 knots. The 
Vesuvius was at this time proceeding at a speed of 
17 koots, and her rolling and pitching motioo 
greater than in the firing just executed. The gun 
was fired at the word of command, and at distances 
estimated by the board. These three shots fell as 
follows: 

No. 1. 20 yds. left, 16 vds. short. 

No. 2, 0 left, 300 yds. beyond. 

No. 8, 8 yde. left, 275 yds. short. 

These shots were tired at 1 mile, %, and \& mile re- 
spectively. Further details regarding these are 
given in the firing sbeets already referred to. They 
are there numbered 24, 25. 26. 

In conclusion the board would state as follows: 
The accuracy of fire of the starboard gun, under 
the conditiwns, we consider good ; that of the mid- 
die and port guns we are unable to criticize because 
the valves were not in satisfactory working order. 
The valve of the starboard gun has been modified 
by Lieut. Seaton Schroeder and worked satisfac- 
torily throughout. 

The range can be very readily altered ; the setting 
of the valves can be changed to 7 ye from ex- 
treme to shortest range in five seconds, 

The effect of a moderate seaand wind on the gen- 
oe Sao of the guns and their range is very 
slight. 

Generally speaking, the vessel as a gun platform 
behaved very satisfactorily. There are many de- 
tails concerning the steering gear and conning 
tower which could be very much improved. 

As to the actual efficiency of the vessel for offen- 
sive purposes, the board has little data on which to 
base an opinion. 

On May 20th three shots were fired at a target 
towed by the Cushing at aspeed of 10 knots across 
the line of fire, the Vesuvius steaming 17 knots; one 
of these would undoubtedly have struck a vessel. 
This the board considered a favorable showing 
under the circumstances. 

The board considers that the fittings and appli- 
ances for loading and firing these guns, as fitted, 
are very crude, and capable of great improvement. 

The board would recommend that the guns should 
be carefully ranged in some suitable locality where 
the fall of the projectiles can be accurately deter- 
mined from sbore stations, that some simple and 
suitable sight should be fitted, and such changes 
made in the mechanism for x g| and firing the 
guns as may be found advisable, and that the vessel 
be then subjected to such further tests as will fully 
determine her efficiency as a torpedo thrower.

THE CASE OF CAPT. A. C. MARKLEY. 


A Letter, of which the following is a copy, bas 
been received at the Adjutant General’s Office, 
Washington : 

Fort Bayarp, New Mex., May 18, 1891. 
Adjutant General 0.8. Army, Washington, D. C. : 

Sim: I bave the bonor to ask that a court of inquiry 
may be ordered to inquire into tbe accusations against me 
in Genera! Court Martial Oraers, No. 6. Dept. Arizona, April 
14, 1801. In support of this application and pertaining to it, 
and io order that, in justice to myself, the case may be fully 
understood, I enclose a separate paper, dealing with my 
action during the trial named, and otber details of the case, 
and also respectfully make the following statements: I 
did not address my company as statedin the above named 
Order. and bave not for seventeen years used a vile epithet 
to apy man or body of men; and until I first saw this Order, 
April 24, 1891, I did not know or suspect that such testi- 
mony was in existence. I also respectfully invite attention 
to the verdict of the Court, which convicts and sentences 
some of the givers of this testimony, and which is ap- 
proved by the reviewing authority. 

I have now, after twenty-six years’ service, without once 
being in arrest, without trial, without beiog beard in 
my defence, witbvut suspicion of danger, and while ignor- 
ast of the existence of the testimony upon which it was 

. been virtually convicted of disgraceful actions affect- 
ing my official and my persona! character—given a sentence 
merciless in its severity, disgrace and far reaching conse- 
quences; the whole published to the Army and consequent- 
iy by the newspapers, to be read, commented upon, and be- 
lieved in every station, sbip, home, community and place 
tbrougbout the world where Army and Navy matters are 
of interest. 

Therefore I ask for the decision of a lega constituted 
tribunal, that it may be published as far and wide as the 
accusation has been. If this is denied, I ask that orders 
may be given for my trial by court-martial, in order that I 
may face my accusers, make my defence and be heard in 
my own bebailf, my vonstitutional right.

The foundation or bese of the building on all sides up to 
the water table will be of granite, while the ornamental 
stonework about tbe ground porta! or main entrance to the 
building op 8tb avenue will be of Warsew bluestone. The 
coat of arms of the 4th Regiment with lezend “ Bap- 
tized by Fire,” will be carved into the keystone of the arch 
abeve the main entrance. The same legend will be pieced 
above the eptrances on 15th and 16th streets, opening foto 
tbe main drill bail, The basement underneath tbe admioistra- 
tion Building will contain mess roms, kitchen, boiler room, 
coal buokers,ergine room and lavatores.

The regiment assembied in fuil arese uoiform on Mon- 
day evening, May 25, to celebrate rhe thirtieth aaniversary 
of the muster of the old Regt, in the service of the United 
States. There was a review, dress parade and the presenta- 
tion of long service medala, The regiment left the city tor 
the front on May 30 186l. under the command of Colonel 
Alfred W, Wood, with 700 men. They participated in all the 
principal battles ia the Army of the Potomac, end lost 
many wen in killed, wounded and missing. Their greatest 
loss was ut Gettysburg, July 1. 1863. where thev succeeded 
in cavturiog Archer's brigede, anv suff-red a jossio killev, 
wounded and missing of 217. The regimeot ws mustered 
out June 14, 1864, under toe command of Col. E. P, Fowler. 
The active regimert under the command of Col. Michell, 
on the evening of May 25. was formed with ten commands 
of twelve files, and the veterans under the command of 
Col. Fowler. with sixty men—formed on each side of the 
Orill ball, The colora of the active were dipped in salute to 
the tattered flag of the old Fourteenth, while the band ren- 
dered “Auld Lang Syne.” Both commands were then 
formed for review under the command of Col. Michell. 
After the ranks were opened the commands were inspected 
by Col. Loomis L. Langdon, Ist Artillery, 0.8. A.. with 
Lreut. H. L. Harris, lst Art., aud Lieut. James Baylis, 3a 
Art., U. 8. A., acting as staff. 

The line presented a fine appearance, the men being very 
steady. The companies marched past in review with c°n- 
siderable difficulty, owing to tne smallarmory. After the 
review the veterans marched to their quarters, and as they 
filed out the assembly ruse en masse aud lustily cheered the 
old colors, The ball was crowded and the ceremonies were
